SCIENTIFIC ASSOCIATION, 


Atlanta stands to-day first of all the 
cities of the south in rapidity of growth 
in the life and activity of its merchants, 
in the enterprise of its real estate own- 
ers, in the healthfulness of its situation 
and in the perfection of its railroad 
connections, This has been the point 
selected for the meeting of railroad 
managers, for the general conference of 
the Methodist church, for the Interna- 
tional Sunday school union, for the 
Medical Association, for the Pharma 
ceutical Association and many other 
representative bodies. 

We see from the St. Louis papers 
that the American Association fos the 
advancement of science has just held 
a successful meeting in St. Lonis. Next 
year this body, embracing the most dis- 
tinguished scientists of America, meets 
in Saratoga. ‘ : 

The meeting in 1880 will probably be 
in Atlanta,as an invitation was ex- 
tended by our mayor and council, our 
chamber of commerce and the presi- 
dents of our railroads and of our 
banks in 1879. When they meet here, 
we must haye an organisation to wel- 
come them. No state offers greater in- 
ducements to the application ot science 
for the development of great natural 
resources than does Georgia. We noe 
ticed yesterdvy the organization cf a 
scientific association in our city. 
This body proposes to furnish our citi- 
zens with a course of lectures durin 
the coming winter which will prove of 
great interest and benefit to our peo~ 
ple in giving valuable information and 
in cultivating a taste for science, espe- 
cially as applied to practical life. In 
our local colunns will be found a list 
of lecturers and the subjects they will 
discuss before the new association 

We hope that the day is not remote 
when we shall have a suitable building 
erected for the permanent preservation 
of objects of interest in natural history, 
archaeology and industrial arts, and 
containing a hall fur lectures by emi- 
nent men in every branch of science.

people of Batoum have, it is true, 
agreed to surrender their little city to 
the Russians on Friday next, but it is 
by no means certain that this means a 
peaceful transfer of the remainder of 
Russia's booty in Armenia, or the im- 
mediate withdrawal of the copqueror 
from Asia Minor. In European Tur- 
key unhealthy Varna has been 
handed over to the Russians, and 
in return the armies cf the Ozar 
have been withdrawn from under the 
walls of Constantinaple—that is, from 
Sau Stefano—to Rodosto, a strongly - for · 
tified point on the north shore of the 
sea of Marmora,about midway between 
Constantinople and Gallipoli. If an 
early evacuation was intended, why 
were not the troops ordered to Adrian- 
ople or Philippopolis? Perhaps the 
answer can be found in the continued 
presence of Admiral Hornby's fleet at 
Princes island. The bull and the bear 
lack confidence in each other. 

The Grecian question also increases 
the general unrest. Poor. defrauded 
Greece—the kingdom that England 
held back from taking up arms against 
Turkey when her blows would have 
been felt—this little country in demand- 
ing, or perhaps beseeching, the powers 
to enforce the advice they gave the 
porte in the Berlin treaty. If Greece 
had taken up arms,she should doubtless 
have won Thessaly and Epirus,and per- 
haps Crete. Instead of that she was 
put off with a promise that the powers 
would recommend the porte to give her 
a small strip of territory included be- 
tween her present northern boundary 
and the 40th parallel, running frori the 
island of Corfu past Mount Olympus, 
and including it to the Aegean sea. 
This was not even a command to the 
porte, and of course the porte pays no 
attention to the wishes of Greece. 
Nor is it likely chat the powers 
will do anything for her; and 
the Berlin treaty has therefore left a 
corner of Europe in a state of chronic 
ferment. Defrauded Greece has the 
sympathy of France and Italy, and it 
is no} safe to assume that her claims 
will not yet lead to trouble of Consider- 
able dimensions. 

The situation in Bosnia grows worse 
rather than better. The Austrian force 
of 130,000 has proven insufficient for 
the occupation of the two ceded 
provinces, and the government is strain 
ing every nerye to put 200,000 men in 
the field with as little delay as possible. 
It is not thought that the expeditionary 
force can accomplish the conquest of 
the mountainous province before the 
coming of snow, which will stop all 
operations. The outlook is by no 
means bright at Vienna. The 
Huns do not relish the acces- 
sion of the plucky Bosnians to 
the Slav population of the empire, 
which already constitutes a majority. 
There are only five milllions Magyars 
all told. The policy of Andrassy puts 
them in a hopeless minority. In the 
event of serious reverses in Bosnia or 
of a costly and prolonged war, the pro- 
cess of disintegration which has long 
been predicted may be begun in the 
empire that is composed of the odds 
and ends of other nationalities. Race 
development is the controlling prin- 
ple in Europe outside of Austria; and 
it Austria attempts to punish the Ser- 
vians and Montenegrins, who are allies 
in fact of the Bosnians, there is no 
telling what the outcome will be. The 
Andrassy ministry is already in dan- 
ger of overthrow, and the Huns are 
becoming restive. The immense ex- 
penditure incurred on account of the 
Bosnian outbreak will be charged up 
against the porte; but this will not 
lessen the burden of taxation in Aus- 
tria, or convince the Huns that an in- 
erease of Slav territory is an unmixed 
blessing. The two races will yet fight 
for supremacy in or separation from the 
oddly constructed and really weak em- 
pire.
